school were persons who contemplate 
the vocation of teaching school may 
improve their knowledge and better 
lit themselves for the work which will 
be their lot later on. It is not a nor- 
mal school in the true sense of the 
word, as a person may enter the school 
who through lack of learning would 
not be eligible to a normal school or 
university. 


Mr. Arpin, the chairman of the com- 


mitte has taken considerable time to 
write to different parites who have in 
different ways been connected with 
the county training schools, and has 
visited personally, and as a conse- 
quence has been favorably impressed. 
He has received letters from K. B. 
Johns, principal of the school of agri- 
culture at 
Wausau, N. 0. Varmint, 


superintendent of the Dunn" County 
teachers training school, and John F". 
Lainoiit, superintendent of schools of 
Marathon county. These gentlemen 
all speak highly in favor of the county 
training schools as well as the schools 
for manual training aiul 
domestic 


science and the agricultural schools. 


The ideo of the school commissoners 


here was to offer (o the county the use 
of certain rooms of the city schools for 
the use of a county training school 
provided the county cared to make an 
appropriation towards the establish- 
ment of a school of this sort. The use 
of these rooms would save the cost of 
constructing a building for the pur- 
pose until the matter had been given 
two or three years trial, after which it 
could be told whetner it would prove a 
success and also 
how popular the 


school would be-

DANISH DAIRY METHOD. 


-MuuUmlatiou of the rdtlvr as Prac- 


ticed »>>• Progrei.ivr Dair.iijejj, 
A test of Danish dairy methods at 


the Wisconsin station, reported by 
Professor Woll iu bulk-till 'M. shows a 
constant daily gain in the amount of 
milk from manipulation of the udder 
vh<» milking. 


The Sooudergaard system, one of the 


methods taught in the dairy schools 
r.nd used by progressive dairymen iu 
Denmark, is as follows: 


First MauipulaUun.-Tlie right Bar- 


ters of the udder are pressed against 
each oihe.- {if the udder is very large 


J'11'.ST MAMPt'Ij.vndS. 


only one-nuartcr at a time is taken), 
with the left hand on the hind iiuartcr 
ami the right hand in front on the fore 
iiuartcr, the thumbs being placed on 
the outside of the udder and the four 
lingers In the division between the two 
halves of the udder. The hands are 
now pressed toward each other and at 
the same time lifted toward the body of 
the cow. This pressing and lifting'are 
repeated three times; tho milk collect- 
ed In the milk cistern is then milked 
out and tho manipulation repeated un- 
til no more milk is obtained, when the 
left quarters are treated in the same 
manner. See Figs. 1 and •_'. 


Second 
Manipulation.—The glands 


are pressed together from the side. The 
fore quarters arc milked each by itself 
by placing one hand, with fingers 
spread, on the outside of the quarter 
and the other hand in the division be- 
tween the right and left fore quarter. 
The hands are pressed against each 
Other and the teat then milked. Tho 
hind quarters are milked by placing a 
hand on the outside of each quarter, 
likewise with lingers spread and turned 
upward, but with the thumb just, in 
front of the hind quarter.

BLANCHING CELERY. 


nick Method of TyliiK anil Knrtli- 
lliK rp t:»i'il by Market liiirdciiiTH, 
The most common method of all for 


blanching celery on a small scale is 
that of banking with soil, and it is by 
this method that the finest flavor enn 
be obtained. 
Where the plants arc 


set in single rows the soil can often 
be partially thrown up by means of 
a plow, or, better, by a celery hiller. 
There are several forms of this ma- 
chine, but they all work on one prin- 
ciple—that of n diagonally set surface 
to throw up the soil, liefore the plow 
or banking machine is used u small 
amount of dirt must be placed around 
the plants by hand to hold them up in 
position while the earth 
is being 


tin-own around them. This may also 
be accomplished by tying up the plants 
wiih paper twine. 


Instead of tying each plant: by knot- 


ting around it a short pieee of string 
fasten the. end of the string around 
th(> first plant in a row, then pass to 
the second plant without cutting or 
breaking the string. 
While the out- 


side leaves of the second plant are 
brought up together by the left hand 
carry the string once around by allow- 
ing it to run between the thumb and 
finger of the right hand and so on 
from plant to plant until a whole row 
is held up without breaking the string 
and by tying it at the ends only. 


This work is greatly facilitated In- 


strapping to the right forearm a tin 
can In which the ball of cord is placed, 
the inside end of the string being de- 
livered through a hole in the bottom 
of the can. Another very good method 
of holding the celery up while the earth 
is being placed around it is by tempo- 
rarily settiiig up boards, which are re- 
moved as soon as the soil is in posi- 
tion.

' matter and more carbon than that 


., from soils which have not been culti- 
; voted. Those who live in the sheep

In plowing corn 


they use much more judgment in keep- 
inn off the hills. Their hoofs are usu- 
ally very lmif;li, and it is seldom nec- 
essary to havo a mule team shod on 
the ordinary farm unless it is to be 
used a grout deal ihirlni; winter weath- 
er, when roads are frozen or icy. Keep 
the hoofs carefully (rained, and if the 
animal has never been shod there is 
seldom a call for shoes. 


Mules can be placed on the market at 


any time after weaning. In mule rats 
ing regions they arc considered salable 
property after ten months old. Hy pas- 
turing and feeding until they are two 
and one-half and three years old they 
arc ready for market. They cat a small 
amount of feed, and, while they of 
course prefer good hay and grain, they, 
will cat almost any kind of rough feed. 
In this way it is possible to raise them 
cheaper than horses. -American Agri- 
culturist.

together and not separating during the 
trip. 
Any one would imagine they 


would be discovered, for they always 
dressed in their best when they started 
toward us, md the colors of some of 
their clothing were as startling as the 
plumage of a tropical bird, besides be- 
ing more variegated, but they never 
complained of having been annoyed 
while en route.

treme gravity. 
They weren't even ex- 


citable. 
They didn't throw up their 


hands and thank the Lord that at last 
they were on freedom's soil.

anj-thing In the bouse seemed to them 
to lack, proper atteuUoa or when they 
Invited us to sit dowu with the family 
to a dinner or supper, wbicb they as- 
sured us was not what they would 
have given us in other days. They got 
BO many compliments, however—some 
awkward, but all honest—on. the skill 
of pretty hands and beads that I don't 
doubt one of them told the truth when 
she said to me in a burst of confidence 
that she was more than half glad that 
the house servants had ruu away and 
Ijiven ber and her mother a chance to 
have things just as they wanted ibem. 
Some of these southern girls asked in- 
numerable questions about the duties 
and diversions of our mothers and sis- 
ters, and they heard enough to make 
them open their pretty eyes in wonder. 


But all this had nothing to do with 


love. As was natural to suppose, and as 
we afterward learned, each of the girls 
was already engaged to some good or 
bad fellow in the Confederate army. 
Their hearts were already disposed of, 
BO they could laugh at all would be 
suitors and break hearts cheerily with 
the sublime consolation that they were 
weakening the enemy in one of his 
most vulnerable points.

As we rode out at a trot-we could see 


Infantry moving into 'the works on ev- 
ery side, light batteries taking posi- 
tions behind bi'casfwy.-ks and nieu at 
the heavy guns in tbe forts, while to- 
ward a series of roads different from 
that which we -were approaching anoth- 
er cavalry regiment was moving. In the 
town we divided so as to reconnoiter 
three roads to find out wbo and where 
tbe enemy was. It did not take long 
to get the desired information. A Con- 
federate gun or two on each road sent 
a shell or two to let us know where 
they -were, and a dash of skirmishers 
at the gallop yielded two or three pris- 
oners, who told us that the troops who 
had caused the alarm were two corps 
of Lee's army. 


Well, we had gained tbe information 


for which we bad gone in search, but 
it didn't please us at all. 
It foreshad- 


owed a change of habit for us. Dp to 
that time we had been able with a sin- 
gle battalion to send flying back to 
their camps any force that had ap- 
proached the town. We could scarcely 
expect to do so with the newcomers. 
A single Confederate corps numbered 
more than 20.000 men; the entire force 
at our post numbered less than S.OOO. 
There was nothing to joke about. Men 
spoke to one another about the situa- 
tion and reasoned about it. but in sen- 
tences no longer or more sensible than 
those above. Every one seemed labor- 
tag under a sense of personal affront- 
affront which iie was unable to resent,

ets Louestreet got possession of two 
railroad lines which gave him free com-

I corn and .bacon, his men acted as if

Of one thing we felt assured—the en- 


| emy could not cut our line of retreat, 


which also was the route of our sup- 
plies, for this was over causeways 
through the Dismal Swamp, a dark, 
deep, but friendly ally, which could 
have swallowed an army like Long- 
street's without more than whetting 
its own appetite. The swamp was not 
exactly mud. but almost any part of 
it could be turned to mud in a few min- 
utes by the tramp of a few men. And 
such mud! A rich, black ooze of de- 
cayed vegetation, into which, except in 
midsummer or 
midwinter, the 
foot 


would sink as into moss, while right 
under the surface was a tangle of 
roots which never tired of playing boot- 
jack for the pedestrian.

DANISH DAIRY METHOD. 


Manipulation of the Udder a» Prac- 


ticed by Progressive Djiirymen. 
A test of Danish dairy methods at 


the Wisconsin 
station, reported by 


Professor Woll in bulletin 90, shows a 
constant daily gain in the amount of 
milk from manipulation of the udder 
whc* milking. 


The Sooudergaard system, one of the 


methods taught in the dairy schools 
and used by progressive dairymen in 
Denmark, is as follows: 


First Manipulation.—The right quar- 


ters of the udder are pressed against 
each other (if the udder Is very large

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BLANCHING CELERY. 


Qniek Method of T>-inj3r ana Earth- 


ing: t"p Used, by Market Gardeners. 
The most common method of all for 


blanching celery on a small scale is 
that of banking with soil, and it is by 
this method that the finest flavor can 
be obtained. 
Where the plants are 


set in single rows the soil can often 
be partially thrown up by means of 
a plow, or. better, by a celery hiller. 
There are several forms of this ma- 
chine, but they all work on one prin- 
ciple—that of a diagonally set surface 
to throw up the soil. Before the plow 
or banking machine is used a small 
amount of dirt must be placed around

Especially is this true -when 


compared to horses. They can be giv- 
en light work when two years old, and 
if properly handled will often at this 
age do as much work as a four-year- 
old horse colt. 
Of course, under no 


circumstances 
shoxild the work be 


heavy, for the growth of the anima! 
will be checked. 
If used for driving, 


for pulling a light cultivator, for haul- 
ing moderate loads, the animal is bet- 
ter off than if allowed to remain idle. 
With this kind of training they will 
go into market 
much earlier than 


horses and consequently the investor 
gets a quicker return on his money. 


The mule stands heat much better 


than the horse. 
In the north this is 


not so important as iu the south, but 
during harvesting time the man who 
has two or three good teams of mules 
is far ahead of his neighbor who has 
none. They can stand more abuse and 
greater hardships than horses, but re- 
spond to kind treatment by being very 
gentle and teachable. 
They are less 


liable to diseases and are not so apt 
to become blemished as colts. If a lot 
of them are in pasture during the sea- 
son, fewer of them will show blemish 
than the same number of colts kept 
under like treatment. 
Another impor- 


tant item is the fact that mules in- 
stinctively avoid rough and dangerous 
places. They are much more careful to 
secure a good fooling when on a rough 
road or crossing a dilapidated bridge. 


For all kinds of farmwork they are 


especially steady and always ready. In 
planting corn or opening a furrow 
through a field it is very much easier 
to drive straight with a good mule team 
than with horses. 
In plowing corn 


they use much more judgment in keep- 
ing off the hills. Their hoofs are usu- 
ally very tough, and it is seldom nec- 
essary to have a mule team shod on 
the ordinary farm tinless it is to be 
used a great deal during winter weath- 
er, when roads are frozen or icy. Keep 
the hoofs carefully trained, and if the 
animal has never been shod there is 
seldom a call for shoes. 


Mules can be placed on the market at 


any time after weaning. In mule rais- 
ing regions they are considered salable 
property after ten mouths old. By pas- 
turing and feeding until they are two 
and one-half and three years old they 
are ready for market. They cat a small 
amount of feed, and, while they of 
course prefer good hay and grain, they- 
will ear almost any kind of rough feed. 
In this way it is possible to raise them 
cheaper than horses.—American Agri- 
culturist.

Important Discovery Credited to 


Chicago Physician. 


Experiments Said to H»ve Proved 


Tbat Iitjecttlona of Salt Solution 


Can Be Mu.de with Safety to 


the Patient. 


After 
a series 
of 
experiments 


covering a period of over five years, 
Dr. W. Byron Coaklejr, of Chicago, 
haa just discovered that to adminis- 
ter local treatment to the heart is 
not the impossibility 
the 
world's 


scientists have held it to be. 


By means of a fine hollow golden 


needle seven or eight 
inches long, 


which he terms 
"organotone," Dr. 


Ccaklcy not only has been able to 
pierce the heart 
without 
causing 


death but to inject into it various 
fluids without subjecting the patient 
to the slightest danger. 


Thus far Dr. Coakley has been com- 


pelled to confine his experiments 
to 


dogs, rabbits and 
similar animals, 


but so certain is he of his ground 
that he will attempt to secure 
a 


hitman subject for a demonstration 
which he has been asked to maEe be- 
fore the international medical con- 
gress at Madrid, Spain, in 1903. 


While at work over a dog recently 


the doctor conceived the idea of in- 
jecting a salt solution into the ani- 
mal's heart. 
To his surprise, 
the 


dog not only withstood the 
shock- 


but 
the 
heart 
action was imme- 


diately greatly improved. 
This led 


him to make more extended invesfi- 
g-ations, and these resulted in the 
verification of his first experiment. 


Dr. Coakley refused to talk of the 


subject when approached £or details 
of his discovery, but a physician who 
has been associated with him in the 
experiments, explained the theory as 
follows: 


'Tn making 
injections 
into 
the 


hears it is necessary to have abso- 
lute control over the temperature, 
the pressure, and 
the~ quantity of 


fluid 10 be injected. These important 
features are regulated by a large in- 
strument which is used in connection 
with the organotone. 


'"The left ventrioular

George Maby, 13 years old, of Will- 


Iamspoi-t, Pa., has won the distinction 
of killing three bears in one day. A 
few days ago he got his father's gun 
unperceived by his mother, and went 
to a field not far from the house where 
bears had been seen to feed. He saw « 
large bear eating the tops of turnips 
that still remained in the field, and 
fired. The bear fell, and the boy re- 
turned to the house eager to tell of his 
luck.
